That 
would be necessary, he said, be- 
cause ‘there is not sufficient 
water during the dry season in 
the Pak-chan’ River which flows 
into the Indian Ocean nor in the 
Tayoung River on the Siamese 
side to supply locks, 

The distance between deep water 
in both oceans across the Isthmus at 
Kra is 65 miles, he reported. The 
canal therefore, would be longor 
than the Panama Canal, which is 46 
nautical miles. The land is about 
250 feat above the sea for as much 
aos 18 miles of the 65, Mountains 
between 2,000 and 4,000, feet high 
risc for much of the other distance 
of the Isthmus, making Kra the only 
practicable point for the canal,

- MENACE IN COLONY . 


In a message to the Press, the Hon. Dr. P. S, Selwyn- 
Clarke; recently appointed Director of Health Services, 


draws, a graphic picture of 


the horrors of small-pox 


neglect and points the way to the defeat of an epidemic 
which has already claimed over one thousand lives. 
The Hon. Dr. Selwyn-Clarke writes as under: 
Small-pox has broken out in Hongkong about once 
in every five years since 1911-12 when many persons died 


of the sickness. 


Why I's this? Because: 

- (a) people -do- not “know: that: tt 
;i8 necessary that they should be re- 
vaccinated atleast every five yearsin 
o place Ilke Hongkong, and 


{b) certain Chinese believe that a} 
child should not be vaccinated until} 


it has pnssed its second Chinese New 

Year. In this way a child born just 

after the New Year is two yeara old 

before It is vaccinated, if it hos 

cscarcd getting small-pox up till 
eon oe 


In spite of the law which lays down 
that children must be vaccinated 
within six weeks of being born, 
many remain undone until the ro- 
called propitious time. Thus, there 
is always in Hongkong sufficient sni- 
table ground for the growth and de- 
velopment of the small-pox polson. 

In previous outbreaks of smatl-pox 
three out of five cases were hidden 
away from the Health Authorities 
and lived jn overcrowded tenements. 

Remember that one out of every 
four who get small-pox die and 
that already one thousand per- 
sons have died this year, ond 
that those who do not dle suffer 
from a patnful sickness which may 
end in blindness or in scarring of the 
face and body. 

Surely, with such a terrible sick- 
ness, it Js very little to ask that 
houres, clothes ond bedding should 
be mnde free from the germs of the 
iiiness whenever a member of the 
family or one of the houschold gets 
small-pox. . 

CO-OPERATION SOUGHT 

This fs a. very small upset to save 
life and to prevent suffering: Parents 
and relatives sometimes do not wish 
to leave thelr children with smuil-pox 
at the hospital. If this fs not dpne, 
the child suffering from the siclcunss 
has far less chance of getting well 
and, in addition, the child will pass 
on the Illness to other children in the 
house and any person who may enter 
the house. : 

Very Httle can be done In a fight 
against small-pox without the help 
and co-operation of the General 
Public, A 

The Health. Authorities are there- 
fore nppeallng for the help of every 
person to stamp out the Illness, 

You can help the Health Authori- 


{les by: ‘ : 

(1) Making sure that you and your 
family and servants are well protect- 
ed ogainst small-pox by vaccination. 
Note: (a) babies should be vaccinat- 
ed within six weeks of birth, 4b) 
everyone should be re-vaccinated 
once every five yours. . 

Free vaccination is carried out at 
all. Government .Hospitals.. and...Dis- 
pensaries and by units of the St. 
John Ambulance Brigade. 

(2) Reporting at once to the Health 
Authorities any damage caused by 
the disinfecting squads, 

(3) Reporting at once to the Health 
Authorities or to the nearest Poliee 
Station {€ you see or hear of sny 
person who may be sick with smafl- 


pox, 

(4) Telling everyone’ you know 
that there Is no charge for the use of 
the ambulance which carries people 
to hospital ond that no charge is 
madc for food or treatment at ‘the 
hospital.

If Mr. Chamberlain, Britain's 
Prime Minister, has not exactly 
solved the problem . of foreign 
policy to the satisfaction of 
everyone, by his reiteration of 
the country’s determination to 
go to the aid of France and 
Belgium in the event of their 
invasion, he has at least given 
the required reassurance which 
will make these two nations 
more than ever inclined to co- 
operation in every sphere. There 
will be some who will want a 
reciprocal pledge from France 
for assistance in the event 
of British possessions being 
threatened ‘by any power or 
group of powers, Actually it is 
not necessary. In pledging her- 
defence of France 
and Belgium, Great Britain in 
reality is doing, nothing more 
than safeguarding her own 
security, for her defensive 
strategy has long been based 
upon the assumption « that 
Franco-Belgian borders are her 
own European frontiers. In this 
day of aviation power, when 
nations are only hours apart, it 
is obvious that Britain is re- 
latively safe from attack as 
long as she has a superior sea 
foree and an air force at least 
the equal of any possible adver- 
sary, and as long as French 
and Belgian frontiers are 
closed .to any army of in- 
vasion. The guarantee that no 
such army can march into either 
of these states without meeting 
their combined resistance al- 
ready exists, On the sea Britain 
is still supreme, In tho air, if 
she has not already built to 
numerical equality with other 
powers, she goon will have 
reached this point in the rapid 
expansion programme now in 
fiand. As a matter of fact, with 
the fastest fighting aircraft in 
the world, she is in a position 
to take care of ‘herself at this

If Mr. Chamberlain, Britain’s 
Prime Minister, has not exactly 
solved the problem of foreign 
polity to the satisfaction of 
everyone, by his reiteration of 
the country’s determination to 
go to the aid of France and 
Belgium in the event of their 
invasion, he has at least given 
the required reassurance which 
will make these two nations 
more than ever inclined to co- 
operation in every sphere. There 
will be some who will want a 
reciprocal pledge from France 
for assistance in the event 
of British possessions being 
threatened by any. power .or 
group of powers, Actually it is 
not necessary, In pledging: her- 
self to the defence of France
